The health regulator has closed its 
investigation into the financially 
troubled Kingston Hospital six 
months after launching one. 

Monitor began its inquiry in June 
when patients were waiting more 
than the recommended four hours 
to receive treatment in A&E and the 
hospital was predicting a multi-mil- 
lion-pound deficit. 

Since then the hospital has an¬ 
nounced its predicted deficit is 


down from £8.8m to £6.1m. 

Monitor also found it had signifi¬ 
cantly improved its short and long¬ 
term financial planning. 

Ann Radmore, interim chief exec¬ 
utive at Kingston Hospital, said: 
“We are very pleased Monitor will 
not be taking any formal regulatory 
action. 

“Everyone across the organisa¬ 
tion and our partners have worked 
extremely hard over the last six 
months to deliver real improve¬ 
ments to our performance in A&E 
and the experience of the patients 
we are caring for. 

“The whole of the NHS is facing 


financial challenges, but I am proud 
of the fact that we have been able to 
reduce the size of our predicted 
deficit for this year by more than 
£2.5m.” 

Despite the favourable report 
from Monitor, the hospital is still 
not meeting its A&E waiting time 
targets and Ms Radmore has 
admitted the winter months put 
“extreme pressure on the fragile 
department”. 

She also told the Kingston 
Guardian that while the hospital 
was doing “great things in reducing 
its deficit” getting this figure down 
to zero would be “an extremely 


big step”. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP James 
Berry volunteers at the hospital 
once a month. 

He said: “I spent a week at the hos¬ 
pital spending time in each depart¬ 
ment. My time in A&E was a real 
eye-opener. It was quite clear that at 
least 40 per cent of people [using 
A&E] didn’t need to be there. 

“I am a massive supporter of the 
NHS but people should use it 
appropriately. It is important to 
note that the investigation was 
never about the quality of care the 
dedicated staff at Kingston Hospital 
work hard to provide, and it is a 


testament to staff at the hospital 
that they continued to do so 
throughout the investigation.” 

Monitor’s deputy regional direc¬ 
tor Victoria Woodhatch said: “We 
are pleased to see the trust is work¬ 
ing hard to turn around its finances 
and reduce waiting times. These im¬ 
provements come at a crucial time 
as the NHS deals with an increased 
number of patients over the winter 
period. 

“We will continue to support the 
trust to make sure these improve¬ 
ments are lasting and ensure the fu¬ 
ture sustainability of services on 
behalf of patients.”

Kingston and Surbiton face a 
battle with neighbouring bor¬ 
ough Epsom to see its two 
train stations rezoned. 

MP for Kingston and Sur¬ 
biton James Berry has been 
lobbying in Parliament to 
change Surbiton and 
Kingston stations from zone 6 
to zone 5, a move that could 
save commuters £156 a year. 

But fellow Conservative MP 
Chris Grayling has started a 
similar campaign in his con¬ 
stituency, hoping to get the 
Oyster card into town and 
move Epsom station into Lon¬ 
don’s zone six. Currently 
Epsom is not in a London 
zone. 

Mr Berry said: “There’s 
quite a few [MPs] going for it 
and if one gets it, the case for 
giving it to the other boroughs 
strengthens. 

“I think that’s one of the 
things that will make it diffi¬ 
cult with the budget and I 
assume that’s the Govern¬ 
ment’s worry. 


“But I think our case is bet¬ 
ter than the others.” 

The Kingston rezoning 
campaign, which was first 
proposed almost a decade 
ago by Liberal Democrat pre¬ 
decessor Ed Davey, now aims 
to see stations rezoned by 
2017, when the new South 
West Trains contract is rene¬ 
gotiated. 

But with a limited budget 
surrounding rezoning, Mr 
Berry has admitted his 
biggest hurdle would be work¬ 
ing out how to pay the train 
company the annual £6m loss 
if the stations are 
reclassified. 

In comparison, Mr 
Grayling’s campaign to get 
Epsom rezoned in line with 
Epsom Downs and Tattenham 
Corner, already in zone 6, is 
estimated to cost less and in 
the region of £lm. 

But Mr Grayling’s campaign 
has seen a similarly exhaus¬ 
tive struggle, with Epsom sta¬ 
tion originally set to move 
into a zone to get Oyster cards 
in September 2015 before this 
was indefinitely delayed. 

Mr Grayling called it 
“ridiculous” Epsom Downs 
and Tattenham Corner sta¬ 


tions are already in zone 6, 
but Epsom itself is not, 
adding “it’s something we 
need to get changed”. 

Mr Grayling said: “At this 
point we just want to get Oys¬ 
ter cards at Epsom station. 


“It’s very frustrating, espe¬ 
cially as a few other Surrey 
stations have since been in¬ 
cluded in the Oyster system. 

“After getting Oyster, then 
becoming part of zone 6 
wouldn’t be cheap - it would 


cost about £lm. 

“But zone 6 is definitely the 
goal.” 

He also plans to use the 
renegotiation of the South 
West Trains contract to state 
his case. 

Mr Grayling added: “South 
West Trains is now drawing 
up a new franchise agree¬ 
ment, and one thing we can 
do is tell it what changes in 
rail services we’d like to see 
over the next contract. 

“There are a lot of MPs cam¬ 
paigning to get re-zoned. 
Other MPs are talking to 
transport ministers, as I am, 
and obviously there is a finite 
budget for these things. 

“I’d say there’s friendly 
competition in Westminster 
between myself and other 
MPs, like James Berry.” 

Last month, Mr Davey said 
the treasury had blocked his 
efforts in getting Kingston 
and Surbiton rezoned as a 
“political measure”, but said 
Kingston’s new Tory MP 
would have no trouble 
securing the deal for the bor¬ 
ough. 

He had added: “It would be 
absolutely astonishing if he 
can’t pull it off.”

Ttitu-wearing 
attacker guilty

A man has admitted a brutal 
attack on a young man in Surbiton 
town centre last year. 

Alan Banks, 27, pleaded guilty to 
attacking the man in what was ini¬ 
tially said to be a homophobic 
attack, which left the victim with 
horrendous facial injuries on 
Halloween last year. 

Retail worker Robbie Kingsford, 
then 21, was attacked outside KFC 
in Brighton Road, Surbiton, as he 
was walking with a friend in the 
early hours of November 1. 

The attack, by two men wearing 
pink tutus, left Mr Kingsford, from 
Leatherhead, with two black eyes, 
bruises to the face and severe cuts. 

A second victim, then aged 18, 
also sustained facial injuries. 

Banks, of Kinross Avenue, 
Worcester Park, changed his plea 
to guilty to one count of actual bod¬ 
ily harm on Tuesday, December 1. 

One count of exposure against 
Banks was dropped by the prosecu¬ 
tion team. 

Samuel Light, 27, of Westville 
Road, Thames Ditton, was also due 
to stand trial this week on one 
count of actual bodily harm, but 
the case was dropped against him 
because of a lack of evidence. 

In one photo on his Facebook 
page, uploaded in May 2014, Banks, 
a former Hinchley Wood Secondary 


School pupil, and Samuel Light 
pose with pink face paint on a train. 

After the attack police appealed 
for information about two white 
men dressed in pink tutus and the 
attack was said to be homophobic, 
but no charges relating to homo¬ 
phobia were ever brought. 

A spokesman from the Crown 
Prosecution Service said: “The de¬ 
fendant, Alan Banks, offered a 
guilty plea to assault occasioning 
actual bodily harm on the basis that 
particular words he had used were 
not homophobic. We considered 
this plea and taking into account 
the views of the victim we decided 
that this plea was acceptable.” 

Trainee Detective Constable Ann- 
Marie Hodgkiss said at the time: 
“This was a violent and unprovoked 
hate crime and I am appealing for 
anyone with any information about 
the incident to contact me. 

“The two suspects were distinc¬ 
tively dressed, probably due to Hal¬ 
loween, and I would urge anyone 
who recognises their description 
and who may know who they are to 
contact me and help us trace them.” 

Following the attack Robbie’s fa¬ 
ther Brian Kingsford, a caretaker 
at Kingston Council, set up the 
Facebook group Red Alert to trace 
wanted criminals. 

Since its launch, about 16,000 mem¬ 
bers have joined and it has expanded 
to include wider parts of the UK. 

Banks is due to appear at 
Kingston Crown Court on Wednes¬ 
day, January 6, for sentencing. 


‘Gun’ found in 
raid on estate 

A fake gun was seized from a flat on the 
Cambridge Road estate during an early 
morning police raid last week. 

Police stormed the address in Fordham 
block, Excelsior Close, just after mid¬ 
night on Wednesday, December 2 

Witnesses reported seeing at least 
20 police officers, some in riot gear, and 
police dogs on the estate. 

Roads in and out of the estate were 
blocked off while the raid happened. 

No arrests were made. 

A police spokesman said: “Officers exe¬ 
cuted a warrant at an address in Excel¬ 
sior Close, Kingston shortly after 12am. 

“No arrests [were made] and enquiries 
continue.” 


Power out in town 

A power cut forced shops and cafes in a 
Kingston town centre street to close on 
Monday. 

The power failure hit half the shops in 
Apple Market and Market Place just 
after 2.30pm.

Hit-and-run driver sought

A hit-and-run driver is being 
hunted by police after a 
woman was knocked over 
near Kingston Hospital.

“The vehicle was later re¬ 
covered by police in a nearby 
estate. 

“We are now appealing for 
your help, did you see what 
happened? Do you know the 
driver of the vehicle?” 

The crash happened on the 
same stretch of road where 
Surrey Comet features editor 
June Sampson was hit two 
years ago by consultant ob¬ 
stetrician Andrew Breeze, 
who was working at Kingston 
Hospital.

Barcadia shut forever

A Kingston nightclub has been 
forced to close its doors for good 
and its owner ordered to pay 
nearly £20,000 in legal fees after a 
court battle to save it failed. 

Barcadia closed this week after 
a Wimbledon Magistrates’ Court 
ruling, on December 1, in favour 
of Kingston Council, which had 
taken away the club’s licence. 

The final straw for the decade- 
old club came in April when two 
17-year-old girls were let in and 
served alcohol at the Clarence 
Street bar. One used an out-of- 
date passport to get in. 

One of the girls also met a man 
in the bar she later accused of 
raping her at the Antoinette 
Hotel, in Beaufort Road. 

No criminal charges were ever 
bought against this man. 


Barcadia owner Huseyin Sanli 
said: “It is sad, but we have to re¬ 
spect the ruling and move on 
with our lives. I have to sell the 
lease if I can. Kingston has a 
wonderful nightlife. I hope 
Kingston gets another club in its 
place.” 

Barcadia had temporarily lost 
its licence in early 2014 after a 
Christmas Eve glassing at the 
late night venue. 

Conservative Kingston council¬ 
lor with responsibility for licens¬ 
ing, Phil Doyle, denied that this 
was a particularly harsh ruling 
after the nightclub opposite - 
Oceana, which later rebranded 
to Pryzm - was allowed to stay 
open by the then Liberal Demo¬ 
crat-run administration, despite 
a fatal stabbing in October 2012. 

At the time the council had 
dropped the case against Lumi- 
nar, now called the Deltic group, 
amid fears of a costly legal battle 
in the courts. 


Coun Doyle said: “This is not a 
crackdown on clubs or a licensing 
crackdown. We just want people 
to adhere to their licences 
and if they don’t there will be con¬ 
sequences. This was not a one-off 
incident at Barcadia. It was one in 
a series of licensing breaches.” 

Liberal Democrat and Grove 
ward Councillor Jon Tolley said: 
“I hope this was done for the 
right reasons and, from what I 
have heard, this was not the first 
time the club had breached its 
licence.” 

Mr Sanli said he would now be 
focusing on his other Kingston 
nightclub, Library, in High 
Street, which he plans to turn 
into a live music venue. 

He said: “It’s early days. I am 
having meetings about getting up 
and coming bands into the club.” 

Natasha White, 26, who was a 
regular Barcadia clubber, said: 
“I can’t believe it’s closing for 
good.”

A doctor’s son stabbed a teenager 
in the back outside a Kingston 
leisure centre with a knife he had 
hidden behind a town centre bin 
just weeks before. 

The 17-year-old Tolworth 
teenager, who cannot be named 
for legal reasons, was sentenced 
to four years and six months in 
jail at Kingston Crown Court for 
the 4pm stabbing of 19-year-old 
Jordan Beard outside the King¬ 
fisher leisure centre on April 10. 

Defence counsel Rebecca Lee 
said the defendant, who has previ¬ 
ous convictions including robbery 
and possession of an offensive 
weapon, had been badly affected 
by separation from his mother 
who works abroad as a doctor. 

She argued his sentence should 
be more lenient because of family 
difficulties and the fact that he 
had pleaded guilty to the charge of 
grievous bodily harm with intent 
before the case went to trial on 
Monday, December 7. 

She said: “The separation from 
his mother is an ongoing factor. 

“He was seen by mental health 
services in 2001 and received a di¬ 
agnosis of autism and that no 
doubt affected his behaviour and 


how he deals with people.” 

The court heard how the two 
teenagers had been friends, but 
fell out weeks before the fight and 
agreed to meet outside the Fair- 
field Road leisure centre to fight. 

Victim Mr Beard had “thrown 
a punch” first before the defen¬ 
dant pulled a knife from his 
waistband and stabbed Mr 
Beard in the side and then in 
the back near his shoulder. 

Judge Susan Tapping said al¬ 
though the defendant admitted 
throwing the knife away and stab¬ 
bing Mr Beard, it did not affect the 
“seriousness of the offence”. 

She said: “[He hid the knife] so 
that if he was ever in trouble in 
Kingston he had a knife. He went 
to the meeting armed with a knife 
he had retrieved from its hiding 


place. His last conviction was be¬ 
cause he was carrying a blade in 
public. What he had planned after 
that was to hide a knife in 
Kingston so he didn’t have to 
carry one all the time.” 

Judge Tapping warned that the 
defendant would have to serve a 
further two years on licence after 
his release from prison and, had 
the defendant been an adult, the 
starting sentence would have 
been 10 years. 

She said: “It was clear you antic¬ 
ipated trouble. [The victim] ad¬ 
mits punching you because he 
claims you have a reputation for 
carrying a knife and he feared for 
his safety. [Reports suggested] 
there is a significant risk to mem¬ 
bers of the public of serious harm 
from you.” 




Health inequality 

Norbiton residents live on average 10 
years less in good health in comparison to 
people living in Coombe Hill, according to 
figures released. 

The study compiled by the Office for Na¬ 
tional Statistics found that in Norbiton 
the average healthy life expectancy was 
62 years, 10 years less than the highest ex¬ 
pectancy in Kingston for Coombe Hill res¬ 
idents, which is 72. 

On average, inequality in healthy life 
expectancy for men living in Kingston’s 
most and least deprived areas was just 
over eight years - three years less than 
the national average. 

Norbiton ward Councillor Lindsey Cot- 
tingham said: “It is really shocking and 
really maddening. There are pockets of 
Norbiton that are among the most de¬ 
prived areas of the country. 

“Every resident in Kingston deserves to 
enjoy the same quality of life, whether 


within borough 

they are living in Norbiton or Coombe 
Hill.” 

The figures were estimated using the 
slope index of inequality, a statistical 
model that relates healthy life expectancy 
in small areas in local authorities to the 
level of deprivation in each area. 

Jill Preston, from the Cambridge Estate 
in Norbiton, said: “I am not surprised at 
all. People need to be educated. There are 
a lot of groups trying to help, but there 
needs to be more co-operation. 

“Our funding does not increase based 
on that fact, they need to focus on key 
areas like elderly care. At the moment 
money is being wasted.” 

The figures for the borough as a whole 
show that Kingston residents can 
expect to live 67 years in good health - this 
is almost five years more than the 
national average. Only Richmond per¬ 
forms better of the London boroughs.

waste collection 
is unacceptable 


New 
plan 

I wonder how many people have 
fully understood the ramifica¬ 
tions of the new waste collection 
service that will be starting in 
Kingston during January next 
year. 

The only item that will be 
collected every week from then 
on is the brown food caddy. 

The black landfill wheelie bin 
and the green bins for recycling 
will now be reduced to a fort¬ 
nightly collection and alternate 
every week. Full details are on the 
council website for all to see. 

Any councillor who tells you 
differently is guilty of misleading 
the public. 

A further controversial change 
is the addition of yet another 
wheelie bin with a blue lid for 
paper and card, to keep it dry. 
There was nothing wrong with 
the white canvas bag for card¬ 
board that had a sealing flap. 

In East Devon, the East Devon 
District Council issues exactly 


the same green boxes as in Lon¬ 
don, but they are supplied with 
black plastic lids to keep the 
contents dry. 

Surely that would have been 
considerably cheaper and sensi¬ 
ble than a whole new wheelie bin? 

What this council fails to recog¬ 
nise is the proportion of terraced 
housing in the borough, where 
the only option is now a third 
wheelie bin in the front garden, if 
you have the garden waste one as 
well. 

Many roads look like run-down 
industrial estates. When the 
green bins overflow, people will 
simply put the excess in the land¬ 
fill bin. 

I am an ardent recycler, but 
enough is enough. I do it despite 
the council, not because of it. The 
new proposals are simply unac¬ 
ceptable, but I understand new 
bins have already been bought. 

The council says: “These 
changes will be relatively small 


but we will save £4.2m over the 
next seven years.” 

This money can be better spent 
on protecting vital frontline ser¬ 
vices. 

In real terms it is enough to pay 
the salaries of 17 social workers 
or teachers for seven years. They 
are not relatively small and they 
are far reaching, but just how 
many extra social workers does 
anyone actually expect to see? 

Do not hold your breath -1 will 
not be. 

Kingston’s waste collection will 
become a Mickey Mouse service, 
supplied by a Mickey Mouse 
council, led by chief comedian 
Kevin Davis. 

Businesses and developers 
might want to invest in Kingston 
to make it a second Croydon, be¬ 
cause of favourable planning de¬ 
cisions but, like Croydon, nobody 
will want to live here.

hristmas is the time of year for big family 
television events and this year ITV is 
bringing the story of Peter Pan back to our

Peter and Wendy airs at 8pm on Boxing Day and 
stars Oscar nominated actor Stanley Tucci, who lives 
in Barnes, as Captain Hook. 

This version is written by Adrian Hodges, the Bafta 
winning writer of My Week with Marilyn, and includes 
all of the magical adventure of JM Barrie's tale of the 
boy who never grew up but expertly weaves it into 
the story of a teenage girl undergoing life-saving 
surgery at Great Ormond Street Hospital. 

Speaking after a preview screening at BFI 
Southbank, Hodges said: "I felt we have got to do 
something different because in the theatre it still 
works triumphantly in its traditional version but I 
felt that movies, TV needed something different." 

For Hodges, his version only amplifies the 
emotional punch already in the text - among Barrie's 
inspiration were the tales he told his mother to ease 
the grief of his elder brother David's death. 

He said: "Kids love it because of the adventure and 
the flying and everything we would expect but I've 
seen grown-ups in tears. 

"It is this extraordinary ability that Barrie had to be 
both very funny at times, very dry, very drole and 
also to put his finger on something extraordinarily 
sad about our passage through life." 

The hospital setting also chimes with Barrie's life - 
the author left the rights to his creation to Great 
Ormond Street - and that was one of the things that 
attracted Tucci, who not only plays Hook but 
surgeon Mr Wylie and Mr Darling. 

He said: "That was one of the attractions to me. I 
loved the idea of switching between the three - in 
Barrie's story there's two - realities. 

"There's a third reality at the hospital. I did not 
shoot at the hospital myself but I love that aspect of 
it and I thought it brought an even greater gravitas 
to the piece. It is a dark piece, there is a sadness to it 
and yet there's a hopefulness to it too." 

The Lovely Bones star Tucci, 55, also clearly rel¬ 
ished the chance to be the dastardly Captain Hook. 

His larger than life portrayal was described by ITV's 
director of drama Steve November as 'undoubtedly 
the best Hook ever'. 

Tucci said: "Any actor who says they don't want to 
play Captain Hook is lying to you. It is a great role 
because it is so complex because he is obsessed with 
his mother. 

"He is a child and yet he is the most ruthless 
person on earth. He is a child's nightmare, but in a 
very exciting way too. The child wants to be 
confronted by Captain Hook yet it is the thing he or 
she fears most. What greater role to play?" 

Peter and Wendy is on ITV at 8pm on Boxing Day. 
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Arguably the crowning glory of festive celebrations, you 
should never settle for a second rate Christmas pudding. Luckily for you our 
team of intrepid taste testers put the supermarkets' offerings to the sword.

2. The purpose of the Order is to enable cyclic maintenance repair 
works to take place on Hook Rise South. 

3. The effect of the Order will be to prohibit any vehicle from entering 
or proceeding on Hook Rise South between Oakcroft Road and 
Ashcroft Road (local access will be maintained). 

This Order will be effective between 14th December 2015 and 
22nd December 2015 every Monday to Tuesday 8.30pm to 
05.00am, or when the works have been completed whichever is 
the sooner. The prohibitions will apply only during such times and 
to such extent as shall from time to time be indicated by traffic 
signs. 

4. The prohibitions will not apply in respect of: 

(1) Any vehicle being used for the purposes of those works or for 
fire brigade, ambulance or police purposes; 

(2) Anything done with the permission or at the direction of a 
police constable in uniform or a person authorised by Transport 
for London. 

5. At such times as the prohibitions are in force an alternative route 
will be indicated by traffic signs via: 

(1) For traffic wishing to continue on Hook Rise South towards 
Ace Parade - Oakcroft Road, Ashcroft Road, to normal route of 
travel. 

(2) For traffic wishing to proceed on Hook Rise South Westbound 
towards Ace Parade from Oakcroft Road northbound - 
Oakcroft Road, Ashcroft Road, to normal route of travel.
